“CURB NATION, OR DIVERS

London.—That Great Britain is 
faced with a serious situation, due 
to a shortage of tonnage, was the 
admission made February 22 in the 
House of Commons by David Lloyd 
sxseorge, the British Prime Minister. 
{t was a situation, he said, which 
called for most stringent measures 
by the Government and in order 
6o meet it the importation of all 
non-essentials was to be prohibited. 
On the ability of the Government 
to solve the tonnage _ shortage, 
which was now affecting the ordi- 
nary needs of the 
tary exigencies, said the Premier, 
depended the success of the entente 
allied cause.

Paper users, who already 
have been considerably curtailed, 
must henceforth get along with 
only half the supply they are now 
receiving, thus saving 640,000 tons. 
Certain savings, also, will be ef- 
fected in the import of ore, which 
now am@unts to 8,000,000 tons an- 
nually, and in lumber, which at 
present is 4,000,000 tons. 

The Premier said there was no 
sure way to victory without hunt- 
ing the submarines from the dep:

“There are three sets of meas- 
ures: First, by the navy, as de- 
scribed by Sir Edward Carson (first 
Lord of the Admiralty); second, 
the building of merchant’ ships; 
third, dispensing with unnecessary 
commodities from abroad and pro- 
duction of as much food as possi- 
ble at home.” 

The stocks of food in Great Brit- 
ain at the present time are lower 
than they have ever been before, 
Lloyd George said. It was essen- 
tial for the life of the nation, he 
declared, that every possible effort 
be made to increase home produc- 
tion. 


The importation of apples, to- 
matoes and fruits will be prohibited 
entirely. 

The only exceptions made in the 


prohibition of fruit importations 
will be in the cases of oranges and 
bananas, in which the amount 
brought in will be restricted 26 per 
cent. The same restriction will ap- 
ply to nuts. Canned salmon impor- 
tations will be reduced 50 per cent. 
The importation of foreign tea, 
coffee and cocoa is prohibited, and 
even the amount of India tea which 
may be brought in is reduced. 

The Premier said it was expected 
to save 900,000 tons of shipping 
yearly on foodstuffs. 

Believes British Will 
Be Ready for All Trials 

The Premier declared he had nat 
the slightest doubt that if the whole 
programme were carried out and if 
all those who could help in produc- 
tion did help, ‘I honestly can say 
we can face the worst the enemy 
can do, and that is what we ought 
to be prepared to do.”’

DESTRUCTION OF DUTCH 


SHIPPING MAY CAUSE BREAK 


Washington.—The tremendous de- 
struction of Dutch shipping is re- 
garded here as the most acute phase 
of the international situation. 

It is regarded even as bringing 
nearer the probability of a break 
in diplomatic relations between the 
Netherlands and Germany. So far, 
Holland has only made _ protests 
against destruction of her neutral 
ships by German submarines, but 
the startling operations reported 
last week are expected to arouse a 
wave of popular indignation in the 
Netherlands which that government 
may find difficult to withstand, even 
should it desire to do so.

‘VINVARDISTS WOULD 
WIPE OUT SALOONS 


President Frank Sweet Tells 
Commonwealth Club About 
Organizations Plans 


San Francisco.—A bill to elimi- 
nate the saloon and stop the sale of 
high-proof liquors in California will 
be put before the Legislature by the 
Grape Growers’ Protective Associa- 
tion. This was announced by Frank 
Swett, president of the association, 
Friday night, February 23, in an 
address before the Commonwealth 


Club. The introduction of the bill 
will mean the association has fol- @& 
lowed the stand against saloons 


which it avowed at its annual con- 
vention six weeks ago. 

Denouncing the Joseph A. Romin- 
ger bill to limit the alcoholic con- 
tent of liquor to 10 per cent as ‘‘ab- 
solutely impossible’’ and the instru- 
ment of death to the vineyards of 
the State, Swett outlined the pro- 
visions of the Grape Growers’ Pro- 
tective Association’s substitute meas- 
ure. a 

The proposed law will bar from 
the State after some time in 1918 
all whisky, gin, brandy, vermouth 
and other ardent liquors, but will 
place no limit on the alcoholic con- 
tent of wines and beers. It will 
the but will permit 
the sale of sealed bottles of wine 
and beer in retail stores, of which 
there may be not more than one 
for every ZUUU persons. 

The proposed law will permit the 
consumption of wines and beers it 
homes and its sale in public dining- 
rooms and hotels, except in booths, 


close saloons, 


from noon to midnight. The meas 
ure would permit the manufacture 
and export of wines and beers. 

“A 10 per cent limit on wines and 
beers would destroy the vineyards 
and brewing industries of the State,” 
Swett said. ‘‘Dry wines have an al- 
coholic content of 11, 12 or 13 per 
cent, and sweet wines are from 19 to 
21 per cent alcohol. The Rominger 
measure would annihilate the grape 
industry of California. 

“The law which we propose will 
eliminate the sale of hard liquor, 
which now amounts to $30,000,000 
annually in this State. It will put 
an end to the treating habit and 
tend to promote sobriety and tem- 
perance like that in Spain and the 
rural districts of France.”’ 

Swett said the Grape Growers’ 
Protective Association is opposed to 
a bill which would provide for the 
appointment of a commission of 
seven to study the liquor question 
for a year and report to the State. 
He said the subject had already 
been exhausted. 

J. P. Rettenmayer, president of 
the Brewers’ Association, said he 
was opposed to every bill before the 
Legislature which proposes to regu- 
late, limit or prohibit the liquor 
traffic. He said he spoke for him- 
self, and not as the representative 
of his organization. 

“Senator Rominger said his bill 
was not intended to injure the beer 
and wine industries,’ continued Ret- 
tenmayer. ‘‘But he is credited with 
a later statement that his measure 
would ultimately wipe out wine and 
beer. The powers of Police Commis- 
sions and City Councils is so great 
now that further regulation of 
liquor is not necessary; let us en- 
force existing laws.” 

He started to discuss some of the 
nineteen liquor bills now before the 
Legislature, but was cut short by 
Beverly L. Hodghead, president of 
the Commonwealth Club, who ex- 
plained time was getting short. Ret- 
tenmayer added, however, that a bill 
to limit the sale of liquor to the 
hours between 7 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and 9 o’clock would only be a 
boon to bootleggers. 

“We can’t get rid of the evils of 
liquor without getting rid of liquor 
itself,’ said G. A. Briggs, who repre- 
sented the State Dry Federation. 
“There can be no peace without vic- 
tory; we must stamp out liquor.”’ 

Assemblyman Milton Marks ex- 
plained the purposes of the nineteen 
liquor bills before the Legislature. 

Daniel C. Murphy, president of 
the State Federation of Labor, de- 
manded the passage of the anti- 
injunction bill.

MILLIONS GO ASTRAY 


Vast Sum in Missives Reaching 
Dead Letter Office. 


Uncle Sam Keeps Little of This 
Wealth, However, as Most of It 
Is Restored to the Owners. 


Uncle Sam found more than $2,500,- 
600 worth of checks, drafts, money 
erders and other valuable papers in 
undelivered letters which reached the 
dead letter office during the last year, 
but he didn’t get to keep much of it. 
Most of this wandering wealth was re- 
stored to Its owners. 

First Assistant Postmaster General 
Daniel ©. Roper in his annual report 
unnounces that the dead letter division 
handled 10,839,890 letters and parcels 
during the year, a slight tncrease over 
he previous year. One-third of these 
letters and parcels, or 3,677,194, was 
delivered; 101,485 contained things of 
value without olew to their senders 
and were held for claimants; 7,019,- 
436 had to be destroyed, and: 41,775 
were still being investigated. 

In addition to the valuable papers, 
with a face value of $2,303,119, found 
in undeliverable letters, many con- 
tained stamps, and some currency was 
found loose in the mails. The stamps 
and currency unclaimed, together with 
proceeds from the sale of articles of 
merchandise removed. from undeliv- 
ered letters aggregated $53,665, and 
$11,000 was realized from six months’ 
operation of a new postal regulation 
requiring collection of one cent on 
udvertised letters, making the total net 
revenue $64,665. Mr. Roper says that 
the revenue estimated under the pres- 
ent conditions for a year would be 
approximately $75,000, which would 
make the dead letter division self-sus- 
taining. 

To prevent the unnecessary accu- 
mulation of letters containing valuable 
inclosures, a provision was contained 
in the last postal appropriation law re- 
ducing the limit of time that such let- 
ters shall be held awaiting reclama- 
tion from four years to two years, 

On account of the large growth in 
the parcel post business, experience 
has demonstrated that the accumula- 
tion of this matter at the points desig- 
nated for handling dead parcels has 
Lecome so large as to make it difficult 
to find space for its accommodation. 
Regulations provide, In the case of in- 
sured parcels, that claims for indem- 
nity must be filed within six months, 
and it has been found there is very 
little call for lost parcels after the 
lapse of that time. Accordingly, an 
order will be issued amending the reg- 
ulations so as to reduce the time for 
holding such parcels prior to sale from 
12 months to 6 months. Last year, 
895,161 parcels were found undeliv- 
erable. 

Dead mail received by the division of 
dead letters, during the year contained 
677,700 misdirected letters, 115,766 un- 
addressed letters, 228,700 letters held 
for postage, 440,200 letters written on 
hotel letter paper by persons unknown 
to the hotels and 104,700 letters bear- 
ing fictitious signatures. 


TUBER SUBJECT TO INQUIRY 


Uncle Sam’s Experts Trying to Develop 
New Varieties Specially Adapted 
to Different Localities. 

Uncle Sam’s experts are conducting 
a number of potato Iinvestigetions in 
various states. One of the main fea- 
tures of the work is the development, 
from seed, of new varieties of pota- 
toes specially suited for certain pur- 
poses and adapted to the special grcw- 
ing regions in which such products can 
most economically be produced. 

A large number of seedlings have 
been grown and those of greater prom- 
ise only retained, of which it is under- 
stood there are some 800 considered of 
sufficient value to warrant further test- 
ing. These are being tried out in co- 
operation with the various state agri- 
cultural stations, and as soon as they 
have proved their worth in any local- 
ity arrangements will be made to es- 
tablish the variety in the region to 
which it is best adapted. 

In this very interesting investigation 
experiments are being made leading to 
a determination of the factors neces- 
sary for the production of disease-free 
potatoes. Te has: been found that

SCHOOL TERMS LONGER 


Reports Show Many States Have 
Raised Legal Minimum. 


Development of State Financial Aid 
for Weak Districts Has Aided 
in Bringing About Change. 


Forty-four states have established 
by law a minimum terms of from 60 to 
180 days term of school for euch or- 
ganized district, according to n bulle- 
tin just issued by Uncle Sain through 


the bureau of education. J.C. Muer- 
man, who compiled the bulletin, points 
out that four states, Louisiana, Ala- 
bama, Rhode Island, and Georgia, have 
no minimum requirement laws, but 


that one of these, Rhode Island, has 
for over ten yeurs maintained the 
longest average term in the United 
States. While the minimum number 
of days required is aliiost invariably 
much less than the actual average 
number of days in the = school 
term for the state, a majority of the 
states still report many schools unnble 
to meet even the low minimum require- 
ments. Within the past three years, 
12 states—Arizona, Colorado, Iduho, 
Kansas, Maine, Nebraska, New York, 
North Carolina, North Dakota, Ver- 
mont, and Wyoming—have added from 
10 to 60 days to the legal requirement 
of a minimum school term. 

Some of the factors that have oper- 
ated in favor of a longer school term, 
aside from the general awakening of 
public sentiment, are the phenomenal 
growth of the public high schools, the 
development of state financial aid for 
weak districts, equalization funds, and 
penalties for not maintaining a mini- 
mum term required by law. 

The growth of the public high 
schools has tended to lengthen the 
term in the elementary schools by set- 
ting up standards of admission by cer- 
tificate or examination which can or- 
dinarily be met by grade schools with 
a term of at least eizht months. 

“Lack of provision for adequate funds 
is perhaps the greatest hindrance 
to a longer school term,” declares 
Mr. Muerman. “A majority of the 
states have fully realized the necessi- 
ty for more state financial assistance 
and have enacted laws giving state 
aid to weak districts to enable them to 
maintain u minimum school term. A 
wise provision in most of these laws 
makes the levy of a specified minimum 
rate of local taxation necessary and 
provides for a certain specified stand- 
ard of school before aid becomes avail- 
able. These laws are, as a rule, In- 
tended to help only those who first 
help themselves. The necessity of 
greater local co-operation and aid is 
urged in the 1912 report of the state 
department of public instruction for 
Georgia. This report calls attention 
to a tendency to lean too heavily upon 
state aid, and cites the laws of anoth- 
er state which require a county levy of 
not less than three and not more than 
seven mills before state aid can be 
seeured.” 

In answer to an inquiry from the 
commissioner of education, over one- 
half of all the state superintendents 
have expressed a wilHngness to co- 
operate in securing a uniform 160 days’ 
term for all schools, including rural 
schools. This would represent con- 
siderable improvement over the pres- 
ent average of 137.7 days. 


National Forest Improvements. 

During the past fiscal year there 
were constructed in the national for- 
ests 227 miles of new road, 1,975 miles 
of trails, 2,124 miles of telephone line, 
89 miles of fire lines, 81 lookout struc- 
tures, 40 bridges, 222 miles of fence, 
545 dwellings, barns and other struc- 
tures, 17 corrals, and 202 water im- 
provements. 


West Has Most Timber. 

Revised estimates place the amount 
of standing merchantable timber in 
the United States at approximately 
2,767,000,000,000 board feet. Of this 
amount 1,464,000,000,000 board feet, or 
58 per cent of the total, is in Califor- 
nia, Washington, Oregon, Idaho and 
Montana. 


Forest Fire Losses Heavy. 

It 1s estimated-that in 1915 about 
40,000 forest fires occurred in the 
United States, which burned over 
about 5,900,000 acres and caused a 
damage of approximtaely $7,000,000.
